[peratures around the home.

Industry has found that shade trees not only beautify 
lunattractive buildings and areas, but furnish a better en­ 
vironment for employes a fact which has lessened employe 
I turnover and even increased production,

Trees also provide a screen sufficient to eliminate 
I homeowner objections when homes and industrial plants are 
[ placed together.

This reporter has been an- 
eye-witness to the turbulent 
ten-year history of the Stale 
of Israel. That it has grown 
and developed to Its present 
stature is the miracle of our 
generation. Probably no new 
stale in modern time has ex­ 
perienced the fronlier bellig­ 
erency of every slate along 
its borders . . . Ihe trade dis­ 
criminations . . . Ihe violence 
against Us citizens and a gen­ 
eral conlroversy over its right 
to exist as a nation among 
millions of its neighbors.

In more than twenly trips 
In and out of the Middle East 
during the existence of Israel, 
we have not seen or heard of 
one day of real peace in Pal- 
esline. For some 1,800,000 
Israeli citizens it has been 
touch and go, wilh Ihe con- 
slant threat of invasion or 
infiltration from all sides.

This is not to suggest lhat 
Israel has been without 
blame. The very creation of 
Israel itsjlf was an invilation 
to chaos, for Ihe Arab-Mos­ 
lem world was deceived by 
foreign powers, and the du­ 
plicity involved since the ori­ 
gin of the Balfour declaration 
is indeed a sordid page in 
power politics.

ft ft -ft
Nevertheless, the Slale of 

Israel was created and given 
legal stalus by Ihe world 
community except Ihe Arab- 
Moslem bloc ... and it would 
appear that since this became 
a fact, compromise and un­ 
derstanding would resolve the 
differences toward a peace­ 
ful solution. That this has not 
happened is not entirely the 
fault of Israel or the Arab 
world. For another foreign 
power . . . Russia . . . has 
moved into the Middle East in 
an attempt to fill the vacuum 
created by the decline of Bri­ 
tish and French power and 
prestige.

To understand Israel's 
present demands for guaran­ 
tees to her frontiers, one 
needs lo review some of the 
highlights of her experiences 
during the past ten years and 
the inability and indifference 
of the United Nations and 
the western powers to keep 
the peace.

*  ft ft
In November, 1947, the 

United Nations partitioned 
Palestine into a Jewish state, 
an Arab state, and interna­ 
tionalized the city of Jerusa­ 
lem. The partition was to 
come into force immediately 
upon termination of the Bri­ 
tish mandale on May 15, 
1048. In this resolution Ihe 
UN cautioned that "any at­ 
tempt to alter by force the 
settlement envisaged will be 
be regarded as a threat to 
peace."

Just three days after Ihis 
announcement, on December 
2, 1947, Arabs attacked Jews 
throughout Palestine, f o 1- 
lowed by altacks by regular 
Arab armies from Lebanon, 
Syria, Jordan and Egypt. This 
was the beginning of one of 
the most tragic chapters of 
modern time in the Middle 
East, and its intensity and 
horror has continued to this 
day.

* ft ft
By March, 1948. Jerusalem 

was besieged by Arabs who 
murdered and robbed Jewish 
citizens and cut off the city 
from the coast. The National 
Council of Palestine Jews . . . 
Vaad Leuml, as it was called 
at that time ... set up the 
provincial organs of the new 
State of Israel in accordance 
with the UN resolution and 
established a defense force 
against the Arab atlacks. By 
April Ihe first organized Jew­ 
ish force . . . Nakshon . . . 
broke through the Arab lines 
and entered Jerusalem with 
food and arms for the he- 
sieged Jewish population. By 
the end of the month the 
newly organized Jewish de­ 
fense force ... the Haganah 
. . . defeated the Arab Yar- 
muk Army at Mlslimar Hae- 
mek and later entered Haifa.

It was from Haifa that the 
first Arab refugee evacuation 
took place at the persuasion 
of Arab leaders who feared 
Jewish reprisals against the 
Arab citizens.ft -it ft

On May 14, 194B, the UN 
General Assembly met in an 
emergency session because of 
the Palestine war, but reject­ 
ed an Israel proposal for UN 
control of Jerusalem. On Ihe 
same day the World Zionist 
organization proclaimed the 
re-establishment of Medina! 
Yisrael ... the Stale of Is­ 
rael . . . officially and named 
David Rpn-C'iiirion as its flr«l

prime minister, which post 
he stil holds.

Immediately on the s*rff# 
afternoon, probably by pre*K 
ous negotialions. the thiile,d. 
States recognized the Slata 
of Israel, as the regular' 
armies of Egypt, Iraq, Jordjtij 
Lebanon and Syria attack*! 
Israel from five sides, ',0ft 
May IB, Russia recognized Is­ 
rael and the UN Securflfy"; 
Council ordered a cease fljja 
which was rejected by thi 
Arab states. .'^ '

On January 13, 1949, EgyRt. 
opened negotiations with,.lfK 
rael for an armistice on the. 
Island of Rhodes, followed by 
similar armistice agreements- 
wilh Jordan, Lebanon, Syria; 

.On May 18, Israel was admits 
led to the United Nations, v^*

During 1950 over 170,000 
new Jewish imigrants canto 
lo Israel and were established 
in 100 new communities 
through the assistance of the. 
U. S. Point Four program. By1 
June, 1951, a new dispute 
arose between Israel and- 
Syria over the "Huleh Drain­ 
age Canal," and after several 
months of sporadic violence 
the UN Security Council set­ 
tled the controversy.

During (his period over 
200,000 Jews enlercd Israel 
from Ihe Arab slales, princi­ 
pally from Iraq. By Ihe sum­ 
mer of 1951, Israel brought 
Ihe issue of the Egyptian 
blockade of ' Israeli ships 
from passage in the Suez 
Canal to the United Nations, 
which called on Egypt to ter- 
minale the blockade. Egypt 
refused and for nearly six 
years the UN has been un­ 
able to enforce its decision. 

ft ft ft
In September, 1952, Israel 

and Germany finally agreed 
on Ihe payments of $822,000,- 
000 as indemnity for the 
losses suffered by Jewish 
citizens as a result of .Ihe 
Nazi seizure of their proper- 
tics, lo be paid in twelve an­ 
nual installments. Afler Ihe 
first payment was made, Is­ 
rael released $2,800,000 of 
blocked Arab refugee funds 
in Israel banks to relieve 
their suffering.

From the conclusion of Ihe 
Israel - Arab agreemenls in 
1949 through March, 1954, 
over 500 Jewish citizens were 
killed and several thousand 
wounded in border incidents. 
Arab claims for the same pe­ 
riod,, which we noted on the 
spot, came to 2000 Arabs 
killed and 5000 wounded. 
After various attempts to "ar­ 
range for discussions between 
Israel and,the Arab states, 
the UN ordered members of 
the original armistice com­ 
mission to Palestine for a 
comprehensive on-the-spot re­ 
port. The UN report revealed 
that both Arabs and Jews 
were guilty of violations and 
atrocities against each other.

Through 1954 and 1955 re­ 

peated raids from the Egyp­ 
tian controlled Gaza Strip 
against Israel took place by 
the Arab Fedayecn, com­ 
posed of fanatical Arab refu­ 
gees from Palestine. Wat#r 
pipe lines were blown up, r^s- 
ervoirs contaminated and 
many hundreds of Israeli a$d 
Arab citizens lost their liv<s. 
The UN truce supervisors ic- 
cused both sides of violation's. 
Report after report to tie 
Security Council of the imnji- 
nence of major hostilities 
brought no tangible results. 
The sale of arms to Egypt 
by Russia increased the ten­ 
sions, which culminated jn 
the attack on Egypt by Is­ 
rael, Britain and France In 
the fall of last year. ;
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
